CHAPTER I.—An act to provide for the organization and discipline a1 
the Militia of this State. 


Section 1l. Be it enacted by the Legislature of ' 
the State of Mississippi, That the militia of this 
State shall form four divisions and eight brigades; 
each division shall be commanded by one Major Auber n es 
General, and each brigade shall be commanded by sais. 
one Brigadier General. The regiments of the 
counties of Wilkinson, Amite, Pike, Marion, Han-

Franklin the seventh regiment; that of Lawrence 
the eighth regiment; that of Pike the ninth regi- 
ment; that of Marion the tenth regiment; that of 
Wayne the eleventh regiment; that of Greene the 
twelfth regiment; that of Jackson the thirteenth 
regiment; that of Hancock the fourteenth regiments

Sec. 4, The Governor shall be Commander in 
Chief of the Militia of this State, and the different 


divisions, brigades and regiments, shall be subject

in-chief. 


to his orders as such, according to.law. His Staff Staf. 


shall be nominated and commissioned by him for 
the term of his office, and shall consist of one Ad- 
jutant General, with the rank of Colonel; one 
Quarter Master General, with the rank of Colonel; 
one Assistant Quarter Master General at each of 
the depots of the public arms, established at Vicks- 
burg, Port Gibson, Woodville and Jackson, who 
shall have the rank of Major, and four aids who 
shall have the rank of Lieutenant Colonel. The 
Assistant Quarter Master General, and brigade and 
regimental Quarter Masters shall be attached to the 
department, and subject to the direction and con- 
trol of the Quarter Master General, and each bri- 
‘ gade inspector and regimental Adjutant, shall be 
attached to the department, and subject to the di- 
rection and control .of the Adjutant General. It 
shall be the duty of the Commander in Chief, to- 
gether, with ene or more of his aids, or other 
members of his Staff, whom he may select, to re- 
view in each and every year as many different 


regiments as he may find convenient, consistent - 


with his other official duties, and to have a general 
supervision as such, over all the different depart- 
ments; and it shall be the duty of the Adjutant 
General, and Quarter Master General to prepare 
and transmit at the expense of the State, all need- 
ful blank forms of precepts, warrants and proceed- 
ings in their respective departments. 

Sec. 5. Each Major General shall have two aids 


with the rank of Major, who shall be commission- ,, 


ed as such, upon the recommendation of such Ma- 
jor General, and continue in office for the unex- 
pired term of his office. It shall be his duty to

attend for the purpose of reviewing the respective 
regiments in his division at least once in every two 
years, and to attend to keeping up good order and 
discipline in the respective brigades under his 
command; to issue all orders for elections of Brig- 
adier Generals, in case of vacancy, which shall be 
done by transmitting the same to each of the Col. 
onels or Commandants of regiments attached to 
peak such brigades. Each Brigadier General shall ap- 
rigadierGen- — .

eras Sta point one Brigade Inspector with the rank of Ma- 
jor; one Brigade Judge Advocate with the rank of 
Major; one Brigade Quarter Master with the rank 
of Captain; one Aide-de-camp with the rank. of 
Captain; who shall, upon his recommendation, be 
severally commissioned by the Governor, and hold 
their commissions for the unexpired term of his 
office. It shall be his duty to review the respec- 
tive regiments attached to his brigade, at least 
once in each year, and to order all elections for the 
purpose of filling vacancies which may occur in 
the office of Colonel, Lieutenant Colonel, or Major, 
in any of the regiments attached to his brigade. 
Colonel's stat. Lach Colonel’s staff shall consist of one Regi- 
mental Judge Advocate with the rank of Cap- 
tain; one regimental Adjutant with the rank of 
First Lieutenant; and one regimental Surgeon with 
the rank of First Lieutenanant; who shall be com- 
missioned by the Governor, upon his recommenda- 
tion, for the term of his office. The Colonel of 
such regiment may, by warrant from under his 
hand, appoint one sergeant Major, one Drum Ma- 
jor, and one Fife Major, who shall continue in 

ofice for the same term. 

Sec. 6. Each regiment shall be officered by one 
rere Te Colonel, one Lieutenant Colonel, and one Major, 
giment, tO be numbered the first and second battalions, 

who shall divide the same into battalions and a 
proper number of companies; each company shall 
consist of not less than sixty-four privates, and be 
officered by oné Captain, one Lieutenant, and one 
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Ensign, and one Sergeant and one Corporal to 
every sixteen privates. In case any regiment is 
strong enough to maxe twelve full companies, it 
may be divided into three battalions and officered 
by one additional Major. The commanding ofh- 
cer of each regiment, with the approbation of the 
commanding officer of his brigade, may alter the 
bounds of the several battalions under his com- 
mand; and the commanding officer of battalions, 
with the approbation of the commanding officer of 
his regiment, may divide or alter the bounds of 
the several companies under his command. 

Sec. 7. Every officer in the militia, before he officers to take 

enters upon the duties of his office, shall take and and subscribe 
subscribe, before some judge or justice of the” ” 
peace, an oath that he will support the constitution 
of the United States and the constitution of this 
State, so long as he continues a citizen thereof, 
and that he will, according to the best of his abil- 
ities, discharge the duties of the office for which 
he is commissioned, which oath shall be endorsed l 
on his commission. And every commissioned of- Commissioned 
ficer shall, within three months after the receipt of anc equip. 
his commission, arm, equip and uniform himself, 
according to the rules and regulations to be pre- 
scribed by the Commander in Chief: Provided, 
That no company officer below the rank of Cap- 
tain shall be required to equip himself with any 
other articles of uniform except a sword, epaulett, 
and sash, with a citizen’s blue coat, and black hat 
with plume and cockade: And provided, also, That 
Captains of Companies may substitute for a cha- 
peau de brass, a citizen’s black hat with plume and 
cockade. 

Sec. 8. All the appointments in the militia of 
this State not herein orherwise provided for, shall Appointments 
be made in the manner following, and their com- in the militia 
missions shall be for the term of four years from“ ™*** 
and after the day and date thereof. All company 
officers shall be elected by privates of their respec- 
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tive companies, and all free white males entitled to 
vote for members of tne Legislature, residing with- 
in the company beat; and the election for such 
officers shall be held on the succeeding muster day 
after the vacancy shall have occurred, after the 
company shall have mustered and before it is dis- 
charged; and, in case of a failure to elect on such 
muster day, it shall be held upon the order of the 
Colonel or commanding officer of the regiment, 
upon giving ten days’ notice, by advertisement 
posted up at three or more of the most public 
places in the beat. Such election shall be by ballot, 
and shall be conducted under the superintence of 
the commanding officer of the company for the 
time being, except he be a candidate to fill the va; 
cancy; and in that case he may appoint three free- 
holders for that purpose; or such election may be 
held by the next highest officer in command. The 
votes shall be certified by the person or persons 
holding such election, to the colonel or command- 
ing ofhcer of the regiment, who shall transmit the 
same to the Adjutant General, and a commission 
shall be granted by the Governor to the person 
having the greatest number of votes: Provided, 
That in case any fraud shall have intervened in 
conducting such election, it shall be the duty of 
the Colonel or commanding officer of the regiment, 
on satisfactory evidence of the fact, to order a new 
election at such time and place as he shall desig- 
nate. And for the election of Major General, 
Brigadier General, Colonel, Lieutenant Colonel 
and Major, all the enrolled militia, and all the free 
white male citizens entitled to vote for members of 
the legislature in each division, brigade or regiment, 
as the case may be, shall meet at the several places 
appointed by law forholding elections for members 
of the Legislature, and there, under the inspection 
of three freeholders, or any two, or such of them 
as may be appointed at each precinct by the Colo- 
nel or commandant of the regiment, (or regiments 
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in case of the election of a Brigadier or Major 
General) for that purpose; and in case of the 
failure of such to act, then under the inspection of 
any other two freeholders, who may be sworn in 
for that purpose. Such election shall be by ballot, 
and the said inspectors shall make a full return of 
all the votes given for each of the candidates to the 
Colonel or commandant of the regiment, who shall 
transmit the same to the Adjutant General; and 
the person having the greatest number of votes 
shall be commissioned by the Governor, and in 
case of a tie, the Governor shall.determine. In 
case the Colonel or commandant of the regiment 
shall be a candidate for the office which is to be 
filled by such election, it shall be conducted under 
the superintendence of the officer next in command 
who is not a candidate. . 

Sec. 9. The commanding officer of each com- Daty of com-

son so enrolled, shall be determined by the com-

quire military service from those exempted by the 

laws of the United States, nor the following per- 

sons, to wit: Judges of the State, the Treasurer, who exempt 
Auditor of Public Accounts, Secretary of State, from militiadu- 
Attorney General, regularly licensed ministers of ™ 

the gospel according to the rules of their sect, 

keepers of public ferries and toll-bridges: nd 
provided, also, That the clerks of the court, mem- 

bers of the boards of police, sheriffs, assessors 

and coliectors of taxes, justices of the peace, 
members of the Legislature, keepers of public 

jails, keepers of public mills, and practising physi- 

cians, when actually and necessarily engaged in 
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the discharge of their respective offices, vocatio, 
or profession, shall be and the same are hereby 
exempt from ordinary military duty, but not from 
enrollment or draft for actual service, and every 
person so enrolled and notified, shall within three 
months thereafter provide himself with -a good 
musket, rifle or shot gun with cartouch box or 
shot pouch and powder horn. 

Sec. 10. The tenth section of the ninety-fifth 
chapter of the revised code is hereby declared to 
be in full force. 

Sec. 11. The fines assessed by company courts 
martial shall, when collected, be expended for the 
use of the company, under the direction of the 
captain or commanding officer of the same. The 
fine on any person refusing to act when appointed. 
a non-commissioned officer, shall be ten dollars. 
The fine on any non-commissioned officer, musi- 
cian, or private, for failing to attend any regimen- 
tal muster, shall be three dollars per day; for fail- 
ing to attend any battalion muster, two dollars per 
aay; for failing to attend any company muster, one 
dollar per day; or attending not duly equipped,one 
half the fine of non attendance,and the additional sum 
of one-fifth payt of the State tax which such default- 
er pays, in addition to the fine for non-attendance at 
any company, battalion or regimental muster, shall 
be assessed. And it shall be the duty of the 
commandant of each company to procure, from 
the collector or assessor of taxes of his county, a 
statement of the: amount of taxes paid by each 
member of his company as a guide in assessing 
the same. Every non-commissioned officer, mu- 
sician, or private, for disobedience, drunkeness, 
mutiny, or other misconduct, while on duty, shall 
be subject to arrest for the day, and a fine not ex- 
ceeding twenty dollars nor ‘less than five dollars; 
for failing to turn out on alarm, twenty-five dollars; 
for failing to repair to the place of rendezvous, or 
furnish a substitute, when drafted or ordered into 
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service, fifty dollars and all penalties to which a 
deserter from the service of the United States is 
subject: Provided; That all reasonable excuses 
shall be received by the courts martial at their dis- 
cretion. It shall be the duty of the president of 
each company court martial to issue his warrant | 
for the collection of all fines assessed by them, and ți 10w c 
direct the same to any constable or sheriff of the 
county, who shall collect the same in the manner 
prescribed by law for the collection of executions, 
and such constable or sherif shall pay the amount 
over to the commandant of the company when 
collected. i 

Sec. 12. The militia of this State shall rendez- Wnen to ren- 
vous by companies on two days in each year, on” 
the order of the commandant of the company, and 
by battalions, at or as near the centre of the battal-- 
. jon limits as may be convenient; the first battalion 
on the first Saturday, and the second battalion on 
the second Saturday in the month of April in each 
year, at ten o’clock, A. M. for the purpose of trian- 
ing, disciplining and improving in martial exercise; 
and once in every year by regiments at such time 
and place within their respective districts as thc 
commanding officer of the brigade shall direct, ac 
cording to the provisions of this act, for the ‘pur. 
pose of ‘inspection, review and martial exercise 
and at such other times and places, either by regi 
ment, battalion or company, as the commanding 
officer of the brigade shall direct, for the purpose

Sec. 20. It shall be-the duty of the Captain, 
Lieutenant and Ensign of each company, to exe- 
cute all orders from a superior officer; they shall 
attend all company, battalion and regimental mus- 
ters. [t shall be the duty of the commanding ofh- 
cer of each company to furnish the commanding 
oficer of their respeetive battalions, when required, 
a return of the strength and condition of their com- 
panies; he shall give at least five days notice, by a’ 
non-commissioned officer, or by posting up at least 
ten days before, at three or more of the most public 
places in his beat, of all regimental, battalion, or 
company musters, (except those where the day is 
fixed by law,) to his subalterns and privates: he 
shall detail a company court martial on each com- 
pany muster day, for the trial and assessment of 
fines on non-commissioned officers, musicians and- 
privates, who have been delinquents at any of the 
preceding musters within twelve months past; he 
shall return to the regimental court-martial, the 
delinquencies of his subalterns, and shall do and 
perform every other duty which relates to the ge- 
neral advancement of good order and discipline of 
his company. A company court martial shall be 
composed of the Captain, or commandant who shall 
preside, and two subaltern. officers; and in ease 
there is not a sufficient number of commissioned. 


- officers, the Captain or Commandant may detail in 


their place one or more non-commissioned officers: 
as may be necessary to constitute the court, and 
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they shall take one to the other an oath to render 
impartial justice to all according to law and to the 
best of their knowledges and no officer or non- 
commissioned officer, shall, on any occasion, sit 
on a court martial while his own cause is pending.

show, and to have, demand and receive therefor 
not exceeding ten dollars per day; to grant license 
to any person or persons to keepa billiard table, and 
to have, demand and receive therefor not exceeding 
two hundred dollars per annum; and if any person 
or persons shall set up a billiard table, and permit 
it to be used without first obtaining a license, he,

produce and manufactories of the western states as 
may have been imported by the person selling the 
same in flat boats or other water craft at the land- 
ing, not exceeding one half per centum per an- 
num. 

Be it further enacted, ‘That the said 
president and selectmen shall have power to levy, 
assess and collect, in lieu of labor on the streets, a 
tax not exceeding one fourth of one per cent. on 
the value of all unimproved lots, the owner or

we therefore pray that the refuse lands in the seve- 
ral counties of our State, which have been, or will 
have been, offered for sale three years, shall there- 
after belong to the respective counties within which 
they may be situated, and be subject to be disposed 
of by the county police of each county, for the sole 
and only purpose of establishing and maintaining 
primary schools in the respective counties. These 
lands, so long in market and unbought, can never 
be of much use to the Union; yet, under the pru- 
dent management of the police of each county, 
guarding against trespass and depredation, they 
may be rendered subservient to the great purposes. 
of education. 

Be it therefore resolved, 'That our senators be 
instructed, and our representatives requested, to 
use their best exertions to procure the passage of 
an act of the federal government for the attainment 
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of the above objects, without interfering with such 
concessions of land to the State as baye been 
granted to our sister states.

And whereas this enterprize is well calculated to 
advance the flattering prospects of an infant state, 
by enabling our merchants to procure their sup- 
plies at a nearer market, at an earlier season, and 
at a cheaper rate, unattended by the inconveniences 
under which they have hitherto labored, from being 
compelled to travel for them to- distant and often 
times unhealthy cities; by diverting into its appro- 
priate channel a portion of our foreign and coasting 
intercourse, thereby creating within our own limits 
a commercial emporium similar to those upon which 
the character, credit and prosperity of our sister 
states mainly depend; And whereas the expenses 
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attending the exportation of our great staple, 
amounting annually to an average value of twelve 
millions of dollars, and which is increasing with 
unexampled rapidity, have heretofore been a source 
of inconvenience and burthen to our own citizens, 
whilst they have greatly contributed to the growth 
and prosperity of the cities of other states; and 
whereas the several enactments of Congréss in 
relation to the port of Natchez have been deemed 
somewhat indefinite, as.regards the question of its 
being a port of entry: Therefore,

MEMORIALS. 


NUMBER I. 


To the honorable the Senate and House of Repre- Addres. 
sentatives of the United States, in Congress 
assembled. i 

The memorial of the Legislature of the State of 
Mississippi respectfully represents:— 

That, by the late treaty with the Choctaw In- 
dians, the United States became possessed of a 
large tract of country, embracing parts of the 
States of Mississippi and Alabama, between which 
there is no direct communication. A direct mail 
route, between the seat of government of Missis- 
sippi and the most central part of Alabama, most 
of which route would be through this newly ac- 
quired territory, would shorten the distance, in 
the direction of Washington City, seventy-five or 
eighty miles. The present route is from Jackson 
to Columbus, 132 miles, and by Erie, Alabama, 
75 miles, in all 207 miles; while the distance from 
Jackson to Columbus, and between Jackson and 
Erie, by a direct route, would be about the same. 
The great utility of a road between Jackson and 
Erie, through the Choctaw country, in facilitating 
intercourse between the people of said States, by 
shortening the time and diminishing expenses of 
travelling, by expediting and cheapening the trans- 
portation of the mail. All make its erection a 
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matter of great importance to the people of said 
States; and should said road be opened speedily, 
the advantages which would accrue to the United 
States, by hastening the sale and enhancing the 
value of the public domain lying contiguous to 
said road, would of themselves be of sufficient 
consequence to demand the attention of Congress. 

Your memcerialists would further state, that, from 
the sparseness of the population between the afore- 
mentioned places, for the most part, and the entire 
wilderness of much of the distance along the pro- 
posed mail route, the States more immediately in- 
terested feel unable, and that it is wholly imprac- 
ticable for them to attempt to open-the way. We 
therefore ask your honorable body to make an ap- 
propriation for opening said route, and to establish 
a mail route from Jackson, Mississippi, to Erie, Al- 
abama. Your compliance with this request will 
not only be of great importance to the convenience 
of our citizens, but will shorten the mail route 
from Washington City to New Orleans, by way of 
Vicksburg, the highest landing on the Mississippi 
river, in that State, which is forever free from ob- 
structions to intercourse with the interior. 

We also ask that a daily mail may be estab- 
lished from Montgomery, Alabama, by Erie and 
Jackson, directly to Vicksburg, Mississippi, as 
soon as practicable; and that the towns of Vicks- 
burg and Grand Gulf be made ports of entry, 
and that custom houses be established at those 
places. 

Resolved by the Legislature of the State of Mis- 
sissippi, That our senators in congress be instruct- 
ed, and our representatives requested to use their 
best exertions to sustain the prayer of the foregoing 
memorial. me 

Resolved, That his excellency the governor of 
this State be requested fo transmit a copy of the 
foregoing memorial and resolution to each of our 


‘senators and representatives in Congress; and also 
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a copy to his excellency the governor of Alabama, 
with the request that he lay the same before the 
legislature of that State, for their concurrence and 
joint petition.

To the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
United States, in Congress assembled, 
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The memorial of the Legislature of the state of Memonal. 


Mississippi, respectfully represents: — 

That a large proportion of the sixteenth sections 
of land, which by the act of Congress passed the 
3d of March, A. D. 1803, were appropriated ta 


- the “support of schools withia the” several town- 


ships of the Mississippi territory, from sterility or 
other deficiency in soil, have wholly failed to an- 
swer the benevolent purpose which we are bound 
to presume induced their donation. It would cer- 
tainly be doing injustice to the generous and hu- 
mane motive which must have actuated your pre- 
decessors in the enactment of the law above cited, 
to attribute a design to bestow the benefits therein 
conferred, with a partiality, which should give to 
some townships a profitable school fund, and to 
others nothing; yet such is the operation of the 
act referred to. It would be doing equal injustice 
to suppose the bounty of Congress was conferred 
with no specific design, but cast upon our citizens 
with such accjdental advantages as result from 
chances in a lottery of more blanks than prizes; 
yet such is the operation of the law referred to. It 
is a fact which requires but to be stated to com- 
mand credence with all, that the benefits of this 
donation are actually received in an inverse ratio to 
the real necessities of the donees. Where the lands 
are rich and valuable there resides the independent 
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planter, who has no concern for the product of the 
sixteenth section, but where the soil is less pro- 
ductive and of little value, though frequently con- 
taining as many white inhabitants as lands of bet- 
ter quality, yet those inhabitants are usually the 
least wealthy of our population, to whom a valua- 
ble school section would be of great utility; but in 
such regions of country the school land, now ap- 
pointed in the sixteen section, most frequently con- 
tributes nothing in promoting the object of its ap- 
propriation. 

These disadvantages are peculiarly felt in those 
counties of this state east of Pearl river, and those 
counties generally which are designated pine wood 
counties. In many of those the benefits manifestly 
intended by the sixteenth section system are utterly 
unavailable, and must ever remain so, unless your 
honorable body shall afford relief. 

We would likewise represent, that by the late 
treaty with the Chickasaw tribe of Indians, the 
United States have stipulated to sell all the lands 
obtained from said tribe, and situated in this state, 


‘and to pay over the proceeds to the Indians. In 


this stipulation no reservation is made of the six- 
teenth section, notwithstanding the several laws 
of Congress heretofore passed on this subject have 
been generally relied on as warranting the expecta- 
tion to the people of this state that the sixteenth 
section system would be extended throughout our 
territory. ‘Toremedy these unmerited inequalities, 
and to promote the avowed object heretofore fa- 
vorably considered of by Congress, the Legislature 
would suggest to your honorable body the justice 
and propriety of permitting the heads of families 
in the townships comprised within the limits of our 
counties, to relinquish all claim to the sixteenth 
section, and be entitled in lieu thereof to enter, in 
the name of such township, another section from 
any lands subject to entry in the late Choctaw pur- 
chase; and that your honorable body would like-

wise provide that some suitable agent be appointed 
to enter, from the like class of lands in the Choc- 
taw or Chickasaw purchase, a section for each 
township now surveyed in the Chickasaw territory, 
where the reserve of the sixteenth section has not 
been made, which section shall belong to such 
township, for the same object of. education as by 
the act-of 1803, was appointed in reference to the 
sixteenth section. ; 
Resolved, by the Legislature of the State of Mis- 
sissippi, That our Senators in Congress be instruct- Resolution. 
ed, and our Representatives be requested, to use 
their best endeavors to procure the passage of a 
law to carry into effect the object of the foregoing 
memorial. ps 
Resolved, ‘That his Excellency the Governor be 
‘requested to transmit a copy of this memorial and 
resolution to our Senators and Representatives in 
‘Congress.

To the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
United States, in Congress assembled. 

The Legislature of the State of Mississippi re- 
spectfully solicits the aid of the general govern- 
ment towards the improvement of the navigable 
streams within the limits of said State. The nu- 
merous advantages of internal navigation are so 
well known, and have been so correctly appreci- 
ated, that nothing more is deemed necessary than 
to invite the attention of your enlightened bodies 
to the subject. - 

Your memorialists would respectfully state, that 
the soil on and in the vicinity of the Yazoo river 
and its tributaries, (a great part of which is the 
property of the general government,) is generally 
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fertile and valuable, and occupied by an indus- 
trious and rapidly increasing population. The en- 
hancement of value to the contiguous public do- 
main, by opening and improving the navigation of 
the Yazoo and Pearl rivers, is too obvious to re- 
quire further illustration. Your memorialists there- 
fore solicit an appropriation for the object above 
stated, in such manner as may meet the views of 
your honorable bodies; and your memorialists 
will, &c.
